Mosquitos will still be a problem 
as humicl summer days continue

Repellents ana New Control 
Methods Of Mosquitoes 


Repellents are substances that 
make a mosquito avoid biting 
people. Persons working or 
playing in tmosquito-infested 
area will find repellents very 
helpful in preventing mosquito 
bites. Repellents are formulated 
and sold as aerosols, creams, 
solids (sticks) and liquids. Use 
repellents containing DEET. For 
more than 40 years, DEET has 
heen the standard in mosquito 
repellents. 

Permethrin-containing repel- 
lents are recommended for use 
on clothing, shoes, bednets and 
camping gear. Permethrin. is 
highly effective as an insecti- 
cide/acaricide and as a repellent. 
Permethrin-treated clothing 
repels ancl kills ticks, mosqui- 
toes and other arthropods and 
retains this effect even after 
repeated laundering. 
Permethrin-treated — clothing 
should be safe when label direc- 
tions are followed. Permethrin 
repellents do not offer any pro- 
tection from mosquitoes when 
applied to the skin. It is often 
helpful to use spray repellents 
on outer clothing as well as the 
skin. Protection ‘generally may 
be. expected up to 6 hours fol- 
lowing application. 

Oil of citronella is another 
type of mosquito repellent for 
space repelling. Oil of citronella 
is the active ingredient in many 
of the candles, torches, or coils 
that may be burned to produce a 
smoke that repels mosquitoes. 
These are useful outdoors only 
under windless conditions. 
Their effectiveness is somewhat 
less than repellents applied to 
the body or clothing. 

Some common sense rules to 
follow when using repellents 
are: 

Wear long sleeye shirts and 
pants outdoors during peek 
mosquito activity time periods. 

Apply repellent 
only to exposes skin or clothing. 

Keep repellents away from 
eyes, nostrils and lips: do not 
inhale or ingest repellents or get 
them into the eyes, 

Avoid applying high-concen- 
tration (>30% DEET) products

dren. 

Avoid applying repellents to 
portions of children’s hands that 
are likely to have contact with 
eyes or mouth 

Pregnant and nursing women 
should minimize use of repel- 
lents. 

Never use repellents on 
wounds or irritated skin 

Use repellent sparingly: one 
application will last approxi- 
mately 4-6 hours. Saturation 
does not increase efficacy, 

Wash repellent-treated skin 
after coming indoors. 

If a suspected reaction to 
insect repellents occurs, wash 
treated skin, and call a physi- 
cian. Take the repellent contain- 
er to the physician. 


Mosquito Traps 


Insect electocuters (bug zap- 
pers) and mosquito trapping 
devices are 20th century control 
measures. Insect. electrocuter 
light traps have been extensive- 
ly marketed for the past several 
years claiming they can provide 
relief from the biting mosqui- 
toes and other pests in your back 
yard. Numerous devices are 
available for purchase that claim 
to attract, repel or kill outdoor 
infestations of mosquitoes. They 
should be thoroughly researched 
before being purchased. 

Other mosquito traps are 
designed to mimic a mammal by 
emitting a plume of carbon 
dioxide, heat and moisture, 
which is often combined with an 
additional attractant to create an 
attractant to mosquitoes. After 
drawing the insects to the trap, a 
vacuum device sucks the insects 
into.a net or cylinder where they 
dehydrate and die. No electric 
killing grid or pesticides are 
used. 

Scientific data relative to the 
effectiveness of these devices is 
sparse so be sure to review all 
the information available before 
purchasing one of these. In addi- 
tion, some of the mosquito traps 
are expensive.

Redbelly fishing 
will make you feel 
like Huck Finn 


Fishing for Redbellies in the small rivers of Alabama takes you 
back in time to when fishing was as simple,as ‘it gets.,A.can, of 
worms, paper sack of catalpa worms or, a homemade grickel, cage 
was all you needed in the bait department. Adda green cut cane 
pole, pack of no. 8 hooks, split shot, line and a can of sardines for 
lunch and you were in business. Ah, those were the good old days, 
right? 

Redbelly, or the redbreast sunfish, is among the scrappiest fight- 
ers in the sunfish family. They are among the larger sunfishes and 
obtain a weight of over one-half pound in our area. In Florida, it is 
not uncommon for them to. reach one pound, The record is a two 
pound, one ounce fish taken from the Suwannee River, 

Redbellies live in a variety of conditions. They can be found in 
cold mountain streams to warm water lakes and ponds G: the south- 
east, but they are more numerous in flowing streams. They congre- 
gate with other sunfish and may be found anywhere you find 
bluegill and redear or shellcraker. 

The primary identifying characteristic is the bright red or orange 
color on the breast and belly of the fish. They are a brilliantly col- 
ored fish with a medium sized mouth and a short pectoral fin. The 
male has bright turquoise streaks running from the mouth toward 
the gills. Females are similarly colored but their markings are more 
subdued, Not all redbellies have red breasts; some are closer to yel- 
low or rust colored because of water variations. 

While color may vary, the one sure way to identify redbellies is 
their long earflap. The flap is almost always black an is longer and 
wider on the male than on females. Redbelly is the most common 
name for the red breast sunfish in Alabama, but in Florida and other 
Surrounding states one may hear them referred to as red headed 
bream, yellowbellies, red perch, hornear and a variety of other local 
names. 

Spawning in Alabama occurs somewhat later with redbellies than 
many sunfishes, but may continue throughout the summer, They are 
solitary nesters and prefer to make beds close tothe bank near 
stumps, logs and other debris in two to five feet deep water. The 
male guards the nest aggressively and will readily hit bait and lures 
retrieved over the bed, They are such dedicated nest guards that they 
will repeatedly hit the same lure after being caught and released sev- 
eral times. 

Does this bring back memories of your youth when you too 
prowled the banks of a nearby stream with your buddy fishing for 
redbellies? The stream banks have probably grown up, and getting 
permission to walk them may be harder, but the redbellies are still 
there. Call that old buddy up, or introduce a youngster to redbellies. 
You'll feel like Huck Finn as you prowl those creek banks again.
